tax to the the State or which owns personal 
or real p-operty subject to taxation is not 
taxable, and the Supervisors in such cases 
should not assess to individual stock hold- 
ers the stock or shares held by them. 

There are, however, certain other organiz- 
ations and corporatians, members and stock- 
holders of which live in the county, some of 
which are stockholders of corporations or- 
ganized under the laws of other States, and 
derive no local corporate capacity from the 
laws of the State of Michigan, and which 
corporations do not come under any of the 
legal exemptions before cited, and in such
